Reunion Countdown Print Pro jects 


Are you preparing a direc- 
tory or memory book for your 
reunion this summer? If so, 
your materials should all be 
collected by now and copy 
development well under way. 

Timing in publishing is 
sooo very important. Printers 
_ should not be expected to per- 
form miracles and turn a com- 
plicated print job around in a 
couple of days. It takes the ink 
time to dry! 

You should have a sched- 
ule and stick to it.to ensure 
delivery of your book before 
the reunion. 

Choose your printer care- 
fully. Don’t go to a copy shop 
when your requirements 
should be handled by a full 
service printer. 

Copy shops and quick 
printers have many capabili- 
ties and knowing them in ad- 
vance is very important. 

For example, if you want 
a hardbound book, you will 
‘probably not get it from a 
quick copier. — 

The number of copies you 
need will also determine the 

printer you choose. . 
The cost at a full service 
printer is in the preparation 
then, as the number of books 
you need goes up, the per copy 
price goes down. 

Keep your printing re- 
quirements simple. Use stan- 
dard materials and supplies. 
Don’t add frills and flourishes 
that enormously effect the 
price. ; 

A noteable exception are 
cookbooks for which there are 
anumber of specialized print- 
ers who have very helpful col- 
lection and preparation kits. 
Like any publishing project, 
the recipe and history collec- 
tion phase can take long and 
be very time consuming. The 
kits are almost indespensible 
if you’ve never done a pub- 


lishing project of this magni- 
tude. 
In. fact, publishing 


projects in general often turn 
out to be much more work 
than anyone initially antici- 


_ pated. Conclusion of such en- 


deavors with the product 
_ safely in hand can be one of 
life’s less obvious triumphs 
and your family archives’

en I was young, I 
had difficulty saying 
my own name. It al- 

ways came out as “Cawol.” 
And I hated my middle name -_ 
»Joan.” =< } 
When I began my family 
history research I asked my 
mother how I came to be 
named. She wanted to name 
me “Glona Eileen,” but my 
grandaunt forbid such a Gen- 
tile-sounding name. She said 
my name should be reflective 
of our German heritage, yet 
American sounding, because 
Germanic names were un- 


popular in the USA after WW 
IL 


My grandparents and one 
great-grandmother were alive 
at my birth, so my maternal 
grandmother suggested 
“Caroline” for her paternal 

other. 


My father suggested the 
middle name of “Johanna” af- 
ter his grandmother who per- 
ished in Terezin. 

Therefore, the anglicized 
version became “Carol Joan.” 

Knowing how I got my 
name gave mea new respect 
for how it came to be. 

Then my father and my 
great-gtandmother decided to 
give me the Hebrew name of 
“Chaya Leah.” Even though

Every Jewish child was 
once given a Hebrew name at 
bith, but some people con- 
fused Hebrew with Yiddish. 

The Hebrew version of 
Zeev became Velvel in Yid- 
dish and Wolf in German. 
















Jews born in countries all over 
the world adopted names in 
their native language. Yosef 
(Joseph) appears as Yissuf, 
Giuseppe, Beppo, José, Pepe, 
Joska, and Joey. Yaakov 
(Jacob) becomes Jacques, 
Giacomo, Jacobus, Jakob, 
Jaime, James, Jake, and Jack. 

Kalonymus, formed from 
the Greek Kalon (beautiful) 
and Nynus (name) may have 
been the Jewish attempt to 
translate the Hebrew “Shem 
Tov” (good name). It then 
became Kalman, Calman and 


~ eventually Carl. Sumames also 


took on the nationality of their 


- owners: Schulmann in Ger- 
“ man became Chulman in 


France, Szulman in Poland 
and Sulman in Lithuanian. 
Cohen (from the priestly class) 
became Cowan in England, 
Cone in America, Caen in 
France, Coen in Italy, Coffen 
in Spain, Kahin in Arab lands, 
and mm Russia we find Kahan, 
Kahana, Kagan, Kogan, 


_ Kaganovitch and Kaganoff. 


Surnames were known 
among Jews. The Sephardim 
commonly used them, but the 
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Ashkenazim only started using 
them in the 18" century. The 
Austrian Empire required sur- 
name adoption in 1787 and 
Napoleon required the same in 
his edict of 1808. 

The reason was simple - 
it was easier to collect taxes 
from people identified by sur- 
name than just Moische the 
Butcher or itzig the Bumbler. 

My mother used to tell me 
a story of how Moische 
Pishbrun left Poland and went 
to Germany where he adopted 
the name of Moritz 
Springbrunn, but when he had 
to flee to France, he changed 
it to Maurice de la Fountaine. 
By the time he came to the 
USA, he called himself Morrie 
Wells!

James VII's Paris 
tombstone to be 
corrected 

A mistake on the Paris 
tomb of the last Stuart king to 
occupy the British throne is to 
be corrected after the Queen 
gave permission. 

The marble tomb in St. 
Germain en Layé, a Paris sub- 
urb, describes Bonnie Prince 
Charlie’s grandfather, who 
died in 1701, as James I, King 
of England, with no reference 
to the fact that he was also 
King James VII of Scotland. 

The omission was spotted 
by a Scots-born businessman, 
Julian Hutchings, who has 
lived and worked in France 
since 1971. 

Mr. Hutchings wrote to 
the Queen about the mistake. 

A fresh plaque, with an 
engraving recognizing the 
Stuart monarch as James VIL 
King of Scots, is to be added 
to the tombstone.

Dowry refers to the 
money, goods or estate that a 
wife brought to her husband 
at marnage. The custom of 
dowry dates back to ancient 
Europe. In Roman times, it

This last summer we 
completed another segment of 
John MacDonell’s fur trading 
trip into Canada. Planning for 
these trips starts in March 
when we try to project how far 
we can go, who is going, and 
what outfitter we are going to 
use. With my family, who are 
all optimistic, everyone plans 
on going including their 
spouses and friends, so we 
have a very large brigade 
requiring several camp sites 
resembling more of a scout 
troop, YMCA or school group, 
than a family on an outing. 

The reality of who shows 
up on the appointed day of 
departure is quite another 
thing. Last June the attrition 
was brutal. We started with 
twelve and wound up with 
four; John, Mary, Michael and 
myself. Mary and Michael had 
not done any Canadian canoe 
tripping with us before. 

This section of our 
MacDonell odyssey ran from 





Lake Saganaga west to the 
southeast end of Basswood 
Lake through a series of 
narrow lakes all having a 
general east-west orientation 
and looking like a long wind 
tunnel. This would be the last 
of the narrow bodies of water 
we would encounter for some 
time. I was not looking 
forward to five or six days of 
paddling against the prevailing 
westerly head winds so on the 
day of our leaving from 
Gunflint Lodge I was happy to 
see the wind blowing from the 
northeast despite the low, 
racing clouds and rain squalls 
it was bringing to us. 

We hired a fellow to carry 
us and our canoes across the 
7 or 8 miles of open water at 
the south end of Lake 
Saganaga to an island off of 
American Point where we 
would begin our trip. Because 
of the restrictions on motor 
boat travel in the boundary 
waters this was as close as we

could get to American Point. 
We put the canoes on a 
wooden rack above the boat 
and ourselves and duffel in the 
boat. We put on our jackets, 


‘ fowl weather gear and life 


preservers and headed out into 
the open water. The ride was 
fast, wet and rough with 
continuous sheets of spray 
soaking us as it came over the 
bow. We were dropped off on 
the lee side of a small wooded 
island approximately two 
miles from American Point 
which gave us about the same 
distance of open water before 
we rounded American Point 
and headed down to the 
Saganaga narrows. 


We loaded our canoes, . 


lashed in the packs; John and 
Mary in one canoe, Michael 


and I in the other. As we left © 


the protected lee side of the 


island.we encountered the. 


high black rolling waves. 
With the low dark scudding 


‘clouds and rain squalls 


traveling across the lake, it 
was a formidable and ominous 


sight. 


We got out from adr the | 
lee of the island, pointed our . 


canoe’s down wind and 
headed for American Point 


and a ride we would all ' 


remember for some time. 

The rollers were high 
enough so that we would lose 
sight of each other when one 
or the other was down in a 
trough. For awhile John and I 
were down in the troughs and 
up on the crests together and 
soon John and Mary pulled 
ahead of us some considerable 
distance. 

When we crested a wave, 
the combination of wind and 
wave would have us surfing 
almost planing at times. 
When this occurred we would 
bear off of the crest of the 
wave and try to get the longest 
ride possible before the wave 
would pass under the canoe 
and we would settle into the 
trough of the next wave. 
Within seconds the stern of the 


canoe would begin to lift up 


on the face of the next roller 
carrying you up and then along 
the crest as you bore off along 
it’s top. Fortunately for us, 


. the crest of the waves were not 


breaking and 
forward. 


tumbling 





our growing fears. 
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If the lake were flatter, this 
would have been a great day 
to set an improvised sail, but 
with these seas it would be too 
easy to lose control of the 
canoe. The difficulty with 
bearing off on the crest of 
waves of this type is that they 
want to swing your stern 
around so that you are 
suddenly lying deep down in 
the trough broadside or 
parallel to the next wave 
waiting for it to roll you over. 


Itrequired alot of strength and | 


some skill for the stern paddler 
to bear off on a crest to get 
the longest ride and then bring 
the stern of the canoe back to 
a more perpendicular angle to 
the next wave so you would 
not find yourself parallel to the 
wave and down in the trough. 


If you weren’t 


concentrating and working so , 


hard at keeping the canoe on 
the short planes without losing 
control you would be 
somewhat fearful of how low 
you sat in the water and the 
lack of visibility, and the 
sound of the wind on the wave 


crests and the hissing water ~ 


racing by just inches below the 
gunnel of the canoe with the 


wave tops .occasionally 


lapping into the canoe. 


John and I got out ot 
synchronization and I could 
not see his canoe for what 
seemed a long time. Long 


. enough so that a knot in my 
‘stomach started growing out 


of a fear that John and Mary 
might have broached. i.e. 
swung parallel to the waves 
and were rolled over. Once 
the knot starts it grows and 
grows fast. Michael and I 
headed over to be directly 
astern of our last sighting of 
their canoe and we started 
looking on the wave crest for 
anything that would confirm 
Michael 
scanned the wave tops while I 
kept the canoe on the wave 
crest as long as possible. 
Just when ‘we started 


thinking about the next course ~ 


of action, up pops John and 
Mary looking for us. Michael 
waves his paddle and Mary 
waves back and soon we are 
within a few yards of each 
other where, we all agree, is 


where we should have been 


from the pee eae 2 





We round American Point 
and get somewhat into it’s lee, 
into calmer waters, and the big 
rollers march by us. Michael 
and Mary hold up their 
paddles to catch the wind and 
we scoot down to the narrows. 

We are just settling into an 
enjoyable ride when Mary 
yells at us and points her 
paddle in a direction off of our 
stern. I turn and look over my 
shoulder to see a large, dark 
gray rain cloud slowly moving 
in onus. Well the big waves 
are gone and now the rain. As 
it moved toward us it did not 
appear to have a lot of wind in 
it, but on it came a few drops 
and then more and soon we 
were engulfed in what seemed 
to be a wall of water. There | 
was no visibility. I could 
barely make out the bow of the 
canoe and Michael was a gray 
shadow. The raindrops came 
driving-down so hard and so 
large it seemed as if they were 
‘splashing lake water back up 
into, the canoe and they felt 
like. pellets being driven into 
the skin on the back of our 
hands. Fortunately, there was - 
no wind and we sat hunched 
over in the down pour. The 
sound of the rain striking the 
surface of the lake and 
pounding on our backs and 
poncho’s and poncho hoods 


made it impossible to — 


communicate. We sat and 
bailed the canoe and 
wondered how long this was 
going to last and what if it 
would become a stationary 
front stalling right over us 
forever. Finally it began to lift 
and we could just see John and 
Mary about 30 or 40 yards 
away also sitting and bailing. 
We paddled over to them and 
talked about finding a camp 
site for the night. We paddled 
down into the narrows and 
found a good site with shelter 
from the winds and with good 
drainage. We landed, 
unpacked, got our cooking fly 
up and our packs under it. 


. John went looking for wood, 


Michael got out our one 
burner propane trail stove and 
started boiling water for our 
freeze dried meal. Mary and I 
broke out the 6 man tent that 
sleeps 3-1/2 people, got our 
sleeping pads and bags 
unrolled and went to help John 


' find some dry firewood.

Moder Complexity 


Following my last article related to how the dress of the 
day affected the style of dancing, we see just how much this 
has changed the dancing in the latter half of the twentieth cen- 


When Miss Milligan and Mrs. Stewart founded the Scot- 
tish Country Dance Society in 1923, they first of all danced 
and published those dances that were still popular. 

The first twelve of these are in the RSCDS Book 2: 
Petronella, The Duke of Perth, The Flowers of Edinburgh, Tri- 
umph, etc. These dances date from the 18" and early 19" cen- 
turies, and may possibly be even older. 

They are relatively simple dances, consisting of the basic 
figures, allemande, down the centre and back, poussette, rights 
and lefts, turns, the straightforward comer figures, set to and 
turn corners and turn corner, partner, etc. 

The next several books consisted not only of popular dances 
still being danced in particular areas of Scotland, referenced 
by “collected in the Borders” for example, but from manuscripts, 
where not infrequently the actual dance had to be transposed 
into moder terminology, that by this time had been established 
by the RSCDS. 

Looking at these we see again the same and similar fig- 
ures, including variations on reels of three and reels of four. 
This latter figure usually occurring across the set as in Zodlen 
Hame (Bk 16) between couples 1 and 2 positions, or across the 
top as in Dalkeith’s Strathspey (Bk 9). 

The reel for three or four dancers is a very common figure 
in Scottish dancing, occuring both in Highland and folk danc- 
ing, where the dancers intersperse the reel with a setting step, 
alternating this ad infinitum in the latter form, until either the 
musicians or the dancers are exhausted! 

With the first publication of modern devised dances by the 
RSCDS with books 22 and 23, we find reels of four on the 
diagonal, between comers, as in The Reel of Mey (Bk 22). 

About the same time, half reels of four appeared. 

Several of James Cosh’ dances specifically Mairi s Wed- 
ding and Irish Rover (22+2 SCD) have this figure and Hugh 
Foss used it in Polharrow Burn (Glendarroch No. 18). 

Originally, these two divisors specified a left shoulder pass 
in the middle by the active couple(s) following the format of 
the complete reel of four, which has the dancers pass right shoul- 
ders on the ends and left in the middle. 

Later devisers broadened this into allowing a pass by the 
right in the centre, partly as it is much easier to do, requiring 
less control and phrasing by the dancers, but making it more 
confusing to the beginner dancer and observer. 

If we consider the figures of progression, when I started to 
dance seriously we had the allemande, poussette, the half dia- 
mond poussette (strathspey time only) and the forms of pro- 
gression formed by various types of turns and casting the reel 
of four was also used to progress one position!

How simple life was then! 
Then, the Rondel and Tournee arrived on the scene, the 
former being more easily accepted by the average dancer, as 
the Tournee requires much more precision and memory. We 


now have the Knot for two or three couples, and many other 
figures of progression, John Drewry has devised a number of 
these for his dances. 

Unless one is a teacher or a dancer who is regularly ex- 
posed to these more complex figures, it is very difficult for the 


average dancer to keep up with it all. It is no wonder that some 
people give up and stop coming to classes. There is so much to 
learn that it is no longer as much fun. 

On the other hand, the people who love complex figures 
are equally frustrated if the teacher does not produce a difficult 
and new dance at every class for them to get their teeth into. 

For the teacher of a mixed ability class - and be realistic - 


who doesn’t teach that kind of class (the exceptions are, the. 


demo classes and focused workshops) what to do? 

Does one aim high and hope to pull the less able up to a 
higher level - and they may be limited physically or be unable 
to quickly grasp new patterns? Or, should one dumb down to 
the lower levels and only teach the tried and true standard 
dances? Then, one risks losing the better dancers. This is truly 
a conundrum. 

Personally, I am against dumbing down in any form in any 
arena. People can rise above what they think they can do in 
many cases. However, again realistically, a balance must be 
reached between teacher expectations (or ambition) and what 
the class can achieve and still enjoy themselves, thus keeping 
the frustration level as low as possible, and retaining class mem- 
bers at all levels. 

This requires the teacher to come to the class extremely 
well prepared not only to teach the dances they planned to do, 
but with some alternatives up their sleeve and a willingness to 
change the programme once they see how the class is coping. 

The criteria here is to keep the frustration level as low as 
possible....yet to push gently so that there is a challenge to 
achieve more. 

Sometimes in a very mixed level class throwing in a com- 
plex dance for the more experienced dancers works well in re- 
taining this group, while the less experienced watch. 

This, of course, can aid in the learning process, and is less 
stressful. 

However, when I look back at how much dancing knowl- 
edge I needed to dance the whole programme at a Ball, com- 
pared to that which is often required by today’s programme 
devisors, I can only sympathize with the newer dancer. They 
can feel completely overwhelmed by the number of figures and 
variations on these that they are supposed to know. This is a 
problem that requires to be addressed and solved if we are to 
continue to attract new dancers to our classes. 








get a body count.” 

The Census Bureau asks 
whether those in the house- 
hold are US citizens. But, it 
has never distinguished be-

was not even an issue until - 


their numbers began swelling 
in the mid 1970s. 

Schmidley says singling 
out illegal immigrants would 
only lower a response rate that 
already is expected to be the 
lowest in history - 61%, com- 
pared to 75% of households in 
1980 and 65% in 1990. It is 
largely poor people and mi- 
norities who get missed. 

In 1990, census officials 
estimate they undercounted 
Indians on Reservations by 
12.2%, Hispanics ,5.5%, 
Black’ 4.4% and Asian- 
Americans at 2.3%. They es- 
timate that only 0.7% of non- 
Hispanic whites were not 

- counted. The estimates were 
based on intensive second in- 
terviews with members of 


_ , 300,000 households. 


Undercounting can be 
costly to communities because 
they can lose funding for ev- 
erything from schools to fire 
stations. It can also mean the 
loss of political representation. 

Census officials are wor- 
ried that language barriers and 
fear of the government will 
keep immigrants - even those 
here legally - from answering 
the census. “The last thing the 
census wants is for be people 
to be afraid,” says Schmidley.

Not only 
am I hoping to do one on 
internet researching, on search- 
ing Georgia Colonial Records, 
on Land Records of Georgia, 
but also I hope to start back to 
carrying groups to the Georgia 
Archives. 

I received an e-mail about 
land records in Georgia. If you 


are searching for people who re- 


ceived land in early Georgia, go 
to the Index To The Headright 
And Bounty Land Grants of 
Georgia, 1756-1909 by S. E. 
Lucas, Jr. for early grants. The 
headright and bounty land grant 
area is mostly east of the Oconee 


River. To the west of the river 
search out the lottery books. 
Land lotteries were held 
in 1805, 1807, 1820, 1821, 
1827, and the gold lottery of 
1832 as well as the Cherokee 
land lottery of 1832. These 
books can be found at Geor- 
gia libraries, or you can get 


your local library to request - 
them on inter-library loan. 


The acreage in the lotteries 
will vary based on the geo- 
graphical section of Georgia. 
Also, when you start re- 
searching land records make 
sure that you look at a Hall’ 
Map of Georgia. In the land 
lotteries the surveyors sur- 
veyed the land districts and 
land lots prior to the lottery. 
The surveyor’s notes can be 
found at the Georgia Archives. 
Another good book to read 
in order to learn about the land 
history of Georgia is Georgia 
Land Surveying History and 
Law by Farris W. Cadle, pub- 
lished by the University of 





_ Georgia Press in 1991.

in the 1950s. He had been a 
charter fishing guide and com- 
mercial fisherman most of his 
life. He began trapping stone 
crabs and extracting a single 
claw to sell to tourists and lo- 
cals who had discovered the 
tasty delicacy. He retrieved 
the claws with a single boat, 
often with the help of his wife, 
Mary Elizabeth, to whom he 
was married for 61 years. 


His tiny business grew | 


into Ernest Hamilton’s Stone 
Crabs which eventually be- 
came the sole provider for 


claws to the world famous 
Joe’s Stone Crabs restaurant in 
South Miami Beach. Joe’s 
Stone Crabs purchased the 
business in the 1980s, but by 
that time, stone crabs had be- 
come the region’s primary in- 
dustry and world-famous as an 
incomparable winter delicacy. 

Unlike other harvested 


crabs, stone crags are returned 
to the bottom of the bays and 
Gulf after a single claw is ex- 
tracted. The stone crabs grow 
new claws within six months. 
Everglades, Florida is to- 
day the capital of the stone 
crab industry and remains the 
single largest employer in Ev- 
erglades and Chokoloskee in 
the winter crabbing season. 
In addition to Mary, he is 
survived by four daughters, 
ten grandchildren, thirteen 
great-grandchildren and one 
great-great-grandchild.

The easy part is the 
point of provable family his- 
tory. Usually this will be 
come four or five genera- 
tions back. Since this fam- 
ily publication will be 
handed down to the genera- 
tions yet to come, the start- 
ing point must be based 
upon solid, proven facts. 
Cold, hard facts. 

The task of organizing 
the material ready for pub- 
lication 1s a chore in itself. 
Not all of the assembled 
material can be used. Bud- 
get costs must prevail at 
some point. You also ask 
if all of those small factual 
bits are truly essential to the 
overall historical picture? 

Marcia has-tools not 
available to all historians. 
She has a computer and the 
know-how. More impor- 
tant, she has an escape 
safety valve! She is a fine 
musician and performs 
with a symphony group. 
Every time the pressure of 
organizing the MacLean 
material for the printer be- 
came too great, she simply - 

grabbed her French horn 
and called a few fellow 
symphony members.

In Search of Cousins: On December 
23, 1905, the youngest child of twelve 
was born to NAT and MOLLIE 
HUNTER at their farm near Kingston. 
CARRIE HUNTER was an 
extraordinarily beautiful young girl 
and the apple of her dad’s eye. That 
came to a crashing end in the mid 
1920s when CARRIE chose to marry 
LESTER L. BURKE, a traveling 
salesman, a marriage fiercely 
opposed by her father. In fact, so 
opposed was he that when CARRIE 
went ahead with the mamiage against 
his wishes that he disowned her. It 
was in an atmosphere of 
estrangement that CARRIE and 
LESTER subsequently moved to 
Pennsylvania because of his job. 
CARRIE’s younger brother, FOSTER 
HUNTER, was still living and home 
until he married in 1929. She 
managed to maintain a surreptitious, 
but only occasional correspondence 
with him, keeping him apprised of 
developments in her growing family. 
Three children were born to CARRIE 
and LESTER BURKE between 1925 
and 1933 — HAZEL, LESLIE 
HOWARD and HELEN MARY. Then, 
in June of 1933, disaster struck: 
CARRIE fell while coming down the 
stairs of their apartment on Oreanna 
Street in Philadelphia. Her 
pregnancy with what have been their 
fourth child contributed ultimately to 
the onset of blood poisoning and she 
died on June 14. There would be no 
further communication from the 
BURKE family. 
The descendants of NAT HUNTER, 
who died in 1948. started holding a 
family reunion during the 1970s and 
that reunion is still held annually. One 
of the first projects that the present 
generation started was to try and 
locate the missing cousins — but with 
very little to go on, efforts have proven 
futile. 
When FOSTER HUNTER’s wife,

IDA, died in 1993, a letter was found 
in her papers that had been written 
by LESTER BURKE shortly after 
CARRIE had died. It was from that 
letter that the family discovered their 
residence at the time of her death. 
Still, efforts to locate any one of the 
three children of CARRIE and 
LESTER have availed nothing. 
Because only one of the three 
children was a male, the present 
surnames of the other two are 
unknown, so telephone calls from 
nationwide directories have 
concentrated on LESLIE BURKE, 
but to no avail. It isn’t even certain 
that the children were reared as 
BURKES, as LESTER may have 
been forced by circumstances to put 
the children up for adoption. 
Unfortunately, Pennsylvania laws on 
confidentiality are so strict that the 
state will not answer a query as to 
whether the children were put up for 
adoption or not. A search for 
LESTER through death certificates 
has been futile.
